PURPOSE:To simply grasp the 
communication state by forming a display 
section with light emitting elements and 
changing the blink state of the light emitting 
elements in response to each stage of the 
communication state. CONSTITUTIONS 
control section 1 controls the transmission 
reception based on a control program stored in 
a ROM 3. An off-hook switch 80 on an 
operation panel 8 is depressed and a 
destination facsimile number is entered by 
using a ten-key 81. When a communication 
key 82 is depressed, the control section 1 
reads a destination telephone number stored 
in a RAM 2 and the telephone number is 
dialed to a telephone number 6 via an 
automatic dialer 4 and a network controller 
NCU 7. When the destination is in the 
receptible state and it is confirmed by the blink 
state of a communication monitor 83 being 
light emitting elements, a picture data of an 
original read by a read section 10 is outputted 
to the line 6. Since the reception operation is 
similarly implemented by driving a recording 
section 1 1 , the communication state is simply 
grasped in the blink state of the monitor 83. 
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
